GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Sept. 21.— 
President Taft made his first speech, of 
his Western trip on the tariff and his 
Vetoes of the wool, cotton and farmers’ 
free list bills here today. The President 
attacked the Democrats and ‘‘insurgent” 
Republicans in the Senate and House 
who put those’bills through Congress at 
the special session; defended his own 
course in vetoing them and declared 
that he was unalterably opposed to re- 
vision of the tariff except on informa- 
tion obtained by the Tariff Board. 

He defined clearly his own position 
with regard to tariff revision and made 
it plain that even if political defeat 
etared him in the face lhe would not al- 
ter his policy. 

The Presigent predicted that revising 
the tariff with “blacksmith lteols’’ such 
@s he said the coalition of Democrats 
and “insurgents’’ used will lead inevita- 
bly to a revulsion of feeling and a re- 
currence of the hir rates and the 
“Old’/ system. of high tariff.’’

The president is Hugo Wurdack, presi- 
dent of the Wurdack Light and Devel- 
opment Co., which supplies some down- 
town »uildings with heat and light. The 
fine was imposed on him two weeks ago 
by a jury, and he asked for a new trial. 
When he went into court onthe mo- 
tion, J. P. Moss, attorney for the asso- 
ciation, announced that Wurdack was 
ready to pay the fine, and told Prose- 
euting Attorney Sidener that Wurdack 
had equipped al! his furnaces with a 
smoke consumer approved by experts. 

Moss asked that three cases pend- 
ing against Wurdack be nollie presed and 
Sidener made the recommendation, on 
the statemént that smoke consumers 
had been installed in the building where 
the offenses had been committed. 

Wurdack was the leading spirit in the 
organization of the Coal Users’ Associa- 
tion, complaining that the smoke prose- 
cutions were persecutions against mer- 
chantS and manufacturers. The asso- 
ciation employed a lawyer and an- 
nounced that it would fight every case 
brought against its. members, 
ing about 200. 

Moss says, however, that the. asso- 
clation’s objection was not to the anti- 
smoke campaign, but to the methods 
employed, and that the members now 
have installed smoke-consumers in their 
plants with three exceptions. Two of 
these three are using hard coal, he said, 
and the third had made a contract with 
the Union Electric to-supply heat and 
power. 


GROSSCUP CHARGES 
OFFICE WAS ROBBED 


CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—That a former 
Government s°ocret service agent, who is 
reported to have shadowed Judge Gross- 
cup for two years, obtained important 
papers in the possession of Marshal E. 
Sampsell, former private secretary to 
the Judge and one of ‘the receivers of 
the Union Traction Co., by breaking into 
Sampsell’s downtown office, was 
charged today by. Judge Grosscup and 
Sampsell. ‘

|WHYTOCKS MAKE 
UP. AND JONES 
DIVORCE ANNULLED 


Modt! Has Decree Obtained in 
Tennessee by Husband 
Set Aside. 








MAY BE NEW SUIT 





Militiaman Named as Corespon- 
dent and Wife Have Left 
Town Together. 


The Jones-Whytock human quad- 
rangle, which lately occupied the at- 
tention of the courts of two states 
and of the.St. Louis public for more 
than a week, resolved itself back into 
straight lines Thursday, when it was 
learned in St. Louis that the divorce 
obtained by Samuel P. Jones from 
Mrs. Irma Jones, department store 
model, had been annulled, and that 
Roslyn D. Whytock and Mrs. Emma 
Whytock had been reconciled and had 
left’ the city together. 

The news as to the annulment of 
the Jones divorce came in a dispatch 
to the Post-Dispatch from Shelby- 
ville, Tenn. It stated that the peti- 
tion for the annulment was presented 
by Mrs. Jones’ lawyer, Judge William 
Zachritz, and that Chancellor Bearden, 
who granted the divorce Aug. 25, de- 
creed the annulment. 

7 Was Not Served.-- 

The reason given by the wife for ask- 
ing the annulment, the dispatch stated, 
was that she had not known of the 
service having been by pwublica- 
tion, and had not had a/ chance to de- 
fend herself against the charge of ‘“‘rep- 
rehensible conduct” with Whytock, the 
corespondent, who wa Captain-Adju- 
tant of the First Regiment, ‘Nationa! 
Guard of Missouri. 

It was stated that no reconciliation 
between Jones and Mrs. Jones was in 
prospect, and the annulment was regard- 
ed at Shelbyville as the preface to a 
new divorce suit, to be brought on the 
ground of desertion, and not to be con- 
tested by the wife. The custody of 
their 5-year-old son, Paul Jones, was 
settled by their agreement made two 
weeks ago in St. Louis. 

The annulment petition was contested 
by Jones’ counsel, the dispatch stated, 
although it was understood beforehand 
that it would not be contested. Chan- 
cellor Bearden said Mrs. Jonés would 
be permitted to file an answer to Jones’ 
original bill and refute his charges, if 
the husband wished to contest the case 
further on the origina! grounds. 

Mrs. Jones did not go to Shelbyville. 
She was seen at her place of employ- 
ment Thursday by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, but would make no statement, 
referring inquiries to Judge Zachritz. 
He had not returned from Shelbyville. 

Whytocks Reconciled, 

The reconciliation of the Whytocks 
became known through § inquiries 
which were made by a Post-Djspatch 
reporter following the receipt of the 
dispatch from Shelbyville. When the 
reporter called Thursday at 56161 Del- 
mar boulevard, where Mrs. Emma 
Whytock went to board shortly after 
filing her divorce suit, it was learned 
that she left last Saturday night, in 
company with her husband, for his 
home in Buffalo. 

Before leaving Mrs. Whytock saig@ that 
she had become reconciled to her hus- 
band, who had called at the house three 
or four times a day during her stay 
there.. She said she would: return to St. 
Louis later to ‘‘attend to” her divorce 
suit. This was taken to mean that she 
would have the suit dismissed. In it she 
named Mrs. Jones as co-respondent. 

Jones sued his wife, daughter of a 
former chief of police of Nashville, 
Tenn., July 13 last, in Shelbyville. He 
submitted in his divome petition a letter 
written by Mrs. Jones to Capt. Why- 
tock, filled with endearing expressions, 
and a longer letter*from Whytock to 
Mrs. Jones. The latter epistle told of 
the finding by Mrs. Whytock of one of 
Mrs. Jones’ letters in his pocket, and 
said of what followed: “Great scene, I 
assure you.” << 

Her Conduct Criticised. 

Chancellor Bearden of Shelbyville, 
Tenn., in granting the divorce decree 
Aug. 2%, stated chat “it satisfactorily 
appeared” that Mrs. Jones had been 
“guilty of very reprehensible condyct 
in her association with one Roslyh 
Whytock,’”’ and also said that she ha‘ 
been guilty of misconduct with one 
Ernest Powell of Bell Buckle, her hus- 
band’s home town. Powell has sinc? 
died. Tt offense with Powell, the 
Court said, had lately come to the hus- 
band’s knowledge, and had not at any 
time been condoned by him. 

The Chancellor went on to say that 
he could net make any decree as to ‘he 
custody of the son, since he had been 
taken by the mother out of the Court's 
jurisdiction and was in St. Louis. 

Jones accordingly came to St. Loui* 
and instituted a habeas corpus suit tur 
his son. Here he met Whytock, and 
found that Whytock was ready, by way 
of reparation, to help him get the boy 
back. 

Jones, before leaving the city, made 4 
statement,in which he said he was sat- 
isfied that his wife had not been guilty 
of misconduct.

Nearly all of the mail clerks on the 
Missouri Pacific were bruised and cut, 
two of them being injured seriously. 
John Durringer’s hip was broken and 
Henry Ray’s back was sprained, The 
nose of O. T. Williams, conductor, was 
broken, and George Giffin, engineer, suf- 
fered a broken’ ankle and a wrenched 
shoulder blade. : 

The only person on the Santa Fe train 
known to have been hurt is Mrs. Anna 
Lawless, wife of John Lawless, who was 
in the dressing room of the chair car. 
She was scalded by’ boiling water from 
bursted pipes but was not dangerously 
injured. Sne and her husband wete re- 
turning from Ireland. 

The Santa Fe train is known as No. 
15, and is the fast mail from Chicago. 
The Missouri Pacific is a fast mail from 
St. Louis. Both enter Kansas City over 
the same track. The Santa Fe train 
had stopped at a crossing and the other 
train crashed into it. 

The Santa Fe’s steel coaches are be- 
Heved to have prevented a heavy loss 
of life. 

Officials of the Missouri Pacific say 
that the wreck was due to the failure 
of the crew of the Santa Fe train to 
put out a flag. A Kansas City South- 
ern train had the crossing blocked.

today that Tattershall Castle, in Lin- 
colnshire, dating from the middle Fif- 
teenth Century, has been purcha&sed by 
an American millionaire. The old castle 
will be pulled down and. re-erected on 


Long Island. 

Tattershall Castle has been brought 
prominently to public notice because of 
the attempts which have been’ ffiade to 
save the famous mantelpieces contgined 
in it from being taken out of the coun- 
try. ‘ 

Maj. Sir Francis Tripple offered to 
provide the necessary funds, but sev- 
eral of the mantelpieces which already 
had been taken out of the building were 
so badly broken that the counci] of the 
national trust refused the proffered as- 
sistance. 

Tattershall Castle was erected by Lord 
Cromwell, Lérd Treasurer to King Hen- 
ry VI, about the years 1433-1443, and has 
been described as probably the finest | 
specimen of medieval brick Work in the 
United Kingdom.

125 Missouri postmasters to St. Louis. 
The visitors are attending the fifth an- 
nual convention of the Missouri Post- 
masters’ Association, which will last un- 
ti). Saturday night. 

The Mayor, who was 30 minutes la:e, 
apologized for keeping the conventlui 
waiting, saying he was embarrassed that 
he should be behind his schedule when 
he had to confront men ee, 
precise about schedules. 

“The postal department is a marvel 
of promptness and dispatch,”’ he said. 
“In fact, so marvelous is the way that 
re gentlemen do your work that the 

Governmens ‘s beginning to make banx- 
ers of you.” : 

After the Mayor's speech had béen 
applauded, Akins, as president of the 
association, gave the annual address. 

“This organization is rapidly im- 
proving the postal service in Mis- 
souri,” he declared. “It is getting so 
now that the competent postmaster 
and the postoffice inspector can meet 
on common ground, Both protect the 
public and yet there is no distrust or 
suspicion between them. 

“The work of the inspectors is im- 
portant and one in which: the post- 
masters should co-operate heartily. 
If the many schemes launched for 
defrauding the American people and 
the names of promoters of them who 
are put out of business as well as put 
behind bars were published, the pub- 
lic would be astonished.” 

Akins then referred to the Bible to 
show that postal service began before 
the Christian era and traced the history 
of postal systems down to the present.

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Taft. in Speech Defends 
His Vetoes of Tariff Bills

Tariff Board bill, and had advocated 
such a means of securing accurate in- 
formation in respect of the probable 
operation of the proposed revision, the 
Efouse at once began to make a record 
for political purposes by passing three 
tariff bills, the wool bill, the free-list 
bill and the cetton bill. They gave no 
pullic hearings of any kind on either 
of these bills and they presented no 
satisfactory information upon whick the 
eifect of any of them upon the indus- 
tries involved could be judged. Their 
investigations may have been sufficient 
to satisfy the conscience of a tariff-for- 
revenue man who believes in any re- 


| duction, however great, of existing du- 


ties, but for one pledged as i am to 
maintain a tariff high enough to en- 
abie existing industries, to live, the case 
is different. 

The Wool Bill 

“The wool bill proposed a revenue duty 
of 20 per cent upon raw wool, instead 
of 11 cents a pound reduction of con- 
siderably more than 50 per cent of the 
present duty, and an average duty of 
Bb) per cent on woolen cloth and manu- 
factures. 

“This was avowedly a tariff for reve- 
nue and was not drawn for the purpose 
of protecting the industries. It passed 
the House and went to the Senate, 
where an insurgent Republican Senator 





proposed a substitute in which the duty 
+ wool of the first class was fixed at 
4) per cent., and of a second class, or 
carpet wools, at 10 per cent., and the 
average percentage on the woolen man- 
ufactures was made 60 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. 

“It was claimed by its author to’ be 
a protection bill. It was never submitted 
to a committee, no evidence was ever 
taken in regard to it, anddt was evolved 
from the independent investigation of 
a single Senator. A majority of the in- 
surgents and the Democrats in the Sen- 
ate compromised on a bill which made 
the tax on raw wool,-first class, 35 per 
cent.; second class, 10 per cent., and the 
average duty on woolens, 55 per cent. 

‘The bill, against the vote of nearly 
all of the regular Republicans and- some 
insurgent Republicans, passed the Sen- 
ate and was sent to conference, where 
a bill was agreed upon in which the duty 
was 29 per cent. on raw wool, and an 
average of 49 per cent. on woolens. This 
bill had the effect of raising the duty 
on carpet wools, as fixed in the Senate, 
19 per cent., and as fixed in the House, 
9 per cent.

‘This bill reduced the duty on

with a duty on the raw-material wool 
of 29 per cent. The Wilson bill, passed 
in 1894, had reduced the duty to 60 
per cent, with no duty on the raw 
wool at all, a much more favorable 
arrangement to the manufacturers 
than in the present bill, and yet the 
years of the Wilson bill were years 
of Gisaster to the woolen manufac- 
turers. 

“In the absence of such adequate 


information, and with the prospect of 


securing it in three months, it be- 
came my bounden duty to withhold 
may epproval of the bill. What was 
the necessity for such great haste in 
passing the bill at an extra session 
called for another purpose? The pill 
as it passed the House provided it 
should go into effegt Jan. 1, 1912. 
The bill as it passed the Senate con- 
tained a similar pnovision. When the 
bill went into conference I am in- 
formed that the suggestion was’ made 
that the date of Jan. 1, 1912, for its 
taking effect, would furnish a strong 
argument for delaying its passage 
until after Dec. 1, when the Tariff 
Boarg could report. The date of tak- 
ing effect was thereupon changee to 
Oct. 15, 1911. Such care was not taken 
with the .free-list bill or the cotton 
bill, both of which were made to take 
effect Jan. 1, 1912. 


‘ Schedule K Long in Force. 


“Schedule K had been in force so long 
and its percentages were so high in 
many respects that I had not hesitate’ 
in times past to say that it ought to 2e 
reduced, and to explain how it came not 
to be reduced in the Payne bill as it 
ought to have been. , But it is one thing 
to know that a schedule of this sort iz 
too high, and it is a very different thing 
in such a complicated schedule to know 
upon what items the reductions should 
be made and how great the reduction* 
ought to be.

: Farmer's Free List. 
‘The free-list bill was called the 


‘farmers’ free list,’ for the purpose of 
giving an impression that it was passed 
to compensate the farmers for some sort 
of injury supposed to be done by the 
Canadian reciprocity treaty. This rea- 
son Was finally repudiated by the leader 
of the Democracy on the floor of the 
House of Representatives, and is cer- 
tainly not,true. 
“There Was nothing in the Canadian 
reciprocity bill that required: any com- 
gation to the farmers, for in a very 
short period after actual operation it 
will appear that they, as well as every- 
body else, have been improved in condi- 
tion’ by our larger trade: with Canada,

our agricultural implements to enter it 
without duty. This opened to England 
thé market of the United States for ag- 
ricultural implements. 

“As a matter of fact, the price of ag- 
ricultural implements in America is 
cheaper, as shown by a report of the 
Rureau of Trade Relations of the State 
Department, to the American farmers 
than to any farmers in the world. 

Poor Field for England. 

“England is the one country that ex- 
ports agricultural implements to any 
great extent, and so successful is the 
competition against her in this country 
of American agricultural implements 
that practically very few have come in 
from England. This first clause, there- 
fore, of the free-list bill offers no boon 
to the farmers at all, although appar- 
ently drawn for the purpose of inducing 
them to think so. It does contain some 
very general words at the close of the 
specially mentioned articles which iy in- 
terpretation might be made to include 
150 different articles used on the farm, 
but used in other vocations also. And 
these articles—the hammers, the tools, 
the cutlery, and the machinery of vari- 
ous kinds—are now dutiable under the 
metal schedule. To admit them under 
this clause would be to destroy entirely 
the symmetry of the’ metal schedule and 
produce such a confusion as seriously to 
interfere with the administration of ‘the 
tariff act. 

“‘Another clause provides for the ad- 
mission o* barbed-wire fencing free, and 
then all wire and other material which 
could be used for fencing, and includes 
wire rods and wire rope. To let in 
barbed-wire fencing alone woulu be un- 
important to producers, but the framing 
of the amending clause is such that if it 
were to go into law it would have a 
serious effect upon the metal schedule 
and would utterly destroy the principle 
which was.followed in its framing and 
would make free of duty some of the 
most highly wrought articles under the 
metal schedule not used by farmers at 
all, Then there is a clause admitting 
jute and cotton bagging free, and ma- 
terials from which made, which would 
allow cOmmon cotton cloth to come in 
free for any purpose, although under 
the cotton schedule, even as proposed 
to be amended by this Congress, cotton 
cloth is to pay a certain amount of duty. 
The bill also puts boots and shoes of 
all kinds on the free list. 

Raw Material Taxed. 

“It did not put on thefree list, ex- 
cept some kinds of leather, the: mate- 
rials which went into shoes. In other 
words, it put on the free list the fin- 
ished product and continued the tax on 
raw materials. This would be such a 
burden on our manufacturers that its 
injustice must appeal tO everyone. The 
fact is that under the Dingley bill im- 
ported shoes are taxed 25 per cent. ad 
valorem, while in the Payne bill the 
duty was reduced from 25 per cent. to 
10 per cent., the duty on hides was re- 
duced from 15 per cent. to nothing, and 
the duty on leather was reduced to 5 
per cent. No evidence was taken as to 
what effect this putting of shoes on 
the free list would have en the very 
highly important shoe industry of the 
country, and as it violated the first 
principles of justice in a tariff, namely, 
of putting the finished product on the 
free list and taxing the materials, it 
did not and could not commend itself 


of a moderate protective tariff. 
“Finally, the cotton bill came to me. 
Bhis bill differed from the others in be- 
ing a bill for which the Democrats 
alone, and not the insurgent Republic- 
ens, were responsible. It had passej 


‘the House on the report of the Ways 


ang Means Committee made withoui 
the taking of any evidence of persons 
interested in the manufacture or any- 
one else; it had completely changed the 
method of classifying cottons, classify- 
ing them according to the threads 
fhe yarn instead of by the threads of 
the piece and the specific duty upon tha 
square yard, as tn the present bill. 

“This was a most important change, 
and it had been adopted after an in- 
formal communication in writing with 
the Bureau of Standards and after a: 
adverse report by the Treasury ex- 
perts. The bill was adopted avowediy 
as a free trade bill the House. 

“It came to the Senate and was passe4 
in the form in which it passed the 
Hoyse, except that certain amendments 
were added. One was an amendmert 
cutting down the metal schedule by a 
sweeping reduction of 30 per cent, and 
tthe’ Other was an amendment of the 
chemical schedule with a purported re- 
duction ad valorem of 25 per cent. So 
hastily was the bill. thrown together, so 
little attention was paid to the con- 
sideration of it in the Senate, especially 
in the chemical schedule, that the most 
ludicrous results were reached. 

“T have gone into this matter at 
considerable detail in order that my 
position with respect to these, bills 
and the general treatment of the 
tariff may be understood, I @m in 
favor of the reduction of: the tariff 


wherever it can be done and still give 
a living measure of «protection to 
those {ndustries of the country that 
need it. But I insist that we* have 
reached now a point in the history 
of tariff making when everyone ought 
to realize that the tariff should not 
be changed and business disturbed, 
except upon information which shall 
enable us to pass bills that. will dis- 
turb it least.” .

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SOUTHAMPTON, England, Sept. 21.— 
Precisely how the collision between the 
Olympic and the Hawke occurred has 


not been established. 

A graphic description of the collision 
was given to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent by Mr. Daley, @ first-class pas- 
senger. He said: 

“The collision happened under per- 
fectly incredible conditions. If I had 
not witnessed them I could not have be- 
lreved them possible. . 

“We.left Southampton at ll o’clock 
with a record passenger list, steamed 
at quarter speed down Southampton 
water, and when we had quickened to 
about fifteen knots an hour, the British 
first-class cruiser Hawke overtook us, 
coming in the Needles, where she had 
been undergoing steam trials. She ran 
alengside us for some distance, about 
300 yards off, and when we were round- 
ing one of the banks which make this 
channel very tortuous, we swung toward 
the Hawke, perhaps more than her cap- 
tain had reckoned upon. 

Cruiser Dashed Into Her. 
“Anyhow, at the same moment, the 
Hawke changed her coursé, as if to drop 
lastern, but whether she had too much 
speed on or whether her helmsman mis- 
calculated the length of the Olympic, 
she dashed into us almost at right an- 
gles, striking us about fifty feet from 
the stern, on the starboard side. 

“This was at 12:50. The passengers 
were mostly in their staterooms pre- 
puring for luncheon. 

“The Olympic reeled slightly. The 
Hawke had engines stopped when a col- 
lision became inevitable, but her way 
was practically full on at the moment of 
the impact, and as she backed away aft- 
er the collision, her bow was buckled, as 
if it were a piece of tin. I looked over 
the side to see our damage, but nothing 
was visible above the water line.
